On returning, and 
whén attempting to eave the carriage, she 
found that she was unable to do so, and had 
to be assisted by her attendants, who found 
it necessary tocarry her to herroom. The

The Irish Leader Gives to the Press His View s on 
England's Present Policy. 

Boston, March 18,—A cable dispatch to the 
Sunday Globe from London contains an in- 
terview with Mr. Parnell. Hesays: ‘I have 
felt compelied to refuse to make any utter- 
ances concerning these mattersto the English 
press because, no matter how carefully my 
expression might be made, my jury would 
certainly be prejudiced. If not, it would not 
be packed. [Engiand is not in a mood to 
listen to anything about Irish affairs that is 
not condemnatory of the Irish people. It 
is the fashion in England now to ery down 
lreland. The surest way to British preferment 
is the doing this well. Christianity has 
grown for nearly 2,000 years, and in the coune 
try which has pubiished the most Bibles it 
has come to pass that the createst public fa- 
vor isthe preferred and the guaranteed re- 
ward of the English follower of Christ who 
can invent the must excuses for suppressing 
the natural rights of the Irish followers of 
Christ. The lrish Christian takes less Friday 
fish from the north side of the English chan- 
ne]: the English Christian less from the south. 

“Why should'the Irishman be absolutely 
aslave andthe Englishman be his master? 
Why should the Irishman give up bis strug- 
gies to be free? After centuries of strife, the 
Irish people reached by wonderful patience 
and wouderful tact that stage of political 
success wherein their struggles for liberty 
were confined to parliamentary efforts. So 
good was that cause that legislation was se- 
cured giving the Ir sh peasantry some rights 
on their native soil. So prudent were these 


peasants in the enjoyment of _ the 
fruits of their hard toil that malice 
has« for the time failed, and _ = since

been committed elsewhere. But in Ireland 
everything done by persons notin office must 
be done by Irishmen; and if the acts are 
criminal it seems early impossible for Eng- 
lishmen to assign other than revolutionary 
reasons for their commission. 

‘| do not care to discuss the crimes now 
under judicial investigation in Ireland so 
long as the courts of justice have them in 
charge, but I do protest against the uncivi- 
lized injustice shown by the English press 
toward the people of Ireland since the recent 


explosions. The explosions occurred at nine 
o’ciock at night, the one at the government 
building doing some £4,000 damage and the 


one at the Times building doing} 
little, if any. .The police and military 
were at once put in possession, and alb 


opportunity for an impartial investigation 
was shutoff. If the London press were con- 
ducted as the American press is, scores of ex- 
pert writers would have at once investigated 
the explosions on the spot, and undoubtedly 
would bave fully explained themin all the 
public prints next day. But secrecy and 
mystery weresecured which naturally sur- 


rounded aflairs with great onereen: 
The next day the London press 
Without exception, without investi- 


gation, without reason, charged both explo- 


the government. Fair reportorial investiga-

tion might have shown that the explosion at 
the government building was caused by gas, 
and that the one at the Times’ building was 
caused by any one of a thousand persons who 
imagined themselves aggrieved. 

“I tell you, notwitstunding all the troubles 
of the Irish people, there is to-day as much bit- 
ter woe in England and Scotlafid, and as 


much bitter hostility among the poor 
and idle of both countries against 
the lordly power. as __ there ever 


was in Ireland. The Irish are struggling for 
fair policies. They are accustomed to being 
hungry and ill-housed and clad, and are not 
murmuring on that account. But the laborers 
in Scotland and England are idle and bun- 
gry, and dangerously impatient. You don’t 
see all this in the editorials of the London 
papers, but you see it in the column where 
the stories of the poor are told, and in the 
vastly increased number of crimes and vio- 
lence. The manufacturers and trades in Eng- 
land are in a bad condition. The English 
people are non-nihilistic and neverhave been, 
and if they were there are ten causes in Eng- 
land for nihilism where there is one in Ire- 
land. The Irish poor are the agricultural 
poor. The poorin England are tue danger- 
ous poor of the large towns and mining dis- 
tricts. 

“I do not assume even to suggest that the 
acts of violence either in lreland or London 
have been concocted by the enemies of Ire- 
land. All 1 insist upon is that the Irish party 
is honest@ endeavoring to secure remedial 
legislation through the regular courses of par- 
liament; that the Irish party has no need to 
resort to such acts of public violence as have 
been charged againstit;and that the Irish party 
has every reason to refrain from such illegal 
acts. I may say further that whether or not 
the opponents of the Irish party have found 
it convenient to engender or invent acts of 


insolence for the purpose of injuring 
the Irish cause in parliament and 
before the English people, the 


fact that they invariably and without investi- 
gation charge the Irish party with having per- 
petrated a!l these crimes, produces the’same 
result,and is almostequally criminal. I charge 
the London press with the political crime of 
having, without reason and without inquiry, 
attempted to convince England thata series 
of outrages which will undoubtedly be proved 
to be unconnected with the Irish party, were 
the representative acts of Irish revenge. I 


charge the London’ press’ with the 
political crime of having done this at 
a critical period in the _ stage of 


Irish remedial legislation, and I lay upon 
that press all the responsibility for ail the de- 
lay which may be consequent in the doing 
of that justice which the ministry avowed its 
intention to give to Ireland, and for all the 
spirit of [rish hostility which may be aroused 
asaresult. I declare that the Irish party is 
absolutely innocent of all cause for the blame 
sought te be placed upon it.”’

Loxpoy, March 21.—The prince of Wales 
hds announced his intention of presenting 
the Blucher Hussars, of which he is chief, 
fur dolmans, corresponding to their crimson 
uniform, which has hitherto wanted this pic 
turesque addition.

Prince Gotechakofs Stomach—French Communists 
and Austrian Socialists. 

M. Lissagory, son-in-law of the late Karl 
Marx, and manager of the new newspaper 
Lecetoyan and La Battallie, has been con- 
victed of inciting to disorder and sentenced 
to imprisonment for three months in default 
of bail.

lepers by the boardof bealth. Twenty eight 
native and no foreign lepers were found, 
There are ten foreign lepers at the leper set-

MORGAN’S LAND GRAB. 


SUSPICIOUS GATHERING AROUND 
THE MEAL TUB. 


Members of the Senate and Government Officials 
Grabbing at the Alabams Minera! Lands—A 
Subject thet S:ells Worse as itis Ex- 
posed to View-—The Particulars.

« Montcomery, March 21.—The reported visit 
of Senators Plumb, of Kansas, Morrill, of 
Vermont, ex-Treasurer Windom, General 
Elmer and others, as capitalists of large means 
and rescurces, for the alleged purpose of in- 
specting and investing in Alabama mineral 
lands, gives rise to much gossip. It is said that 
Senator Plumb,as chairman of the public lands 
committee at the last congress, was fully con- 
versant of the effects of Senator Morgan’s 
much criticized Jand bill in its passage, but 
no such considerations were sufficiently po- 
tent to induce’ his opposition to the measure. 


It is regarded as very suspicious that these 
gentlemen should appear here so soon after 
some, or all of their votes had made this bill 
the law, for the purpose of taking advantage 
of the provisions therein, so they could buy up 
the mineral lands in Ala)ama. 


A BUNGLED TAX BILL. 


Te Remedy Which the Alabama Legislature May 
Hiave te Meet Again. 
Speeial to The Constitution. 

Montcomery, Ala., March 21.—At the re- 
cent session of the Alabama legislature, the 
revenue bill took up a great part of the time, 
and was finally vabated to aconference com- 
mittee of both houses, who subsequently 
agreed and reported the bill entitled, *‘an act 


to levy taxes for the use of the _ state 
and counties thereof,’’. which changes 
the former iaws in many particulars, 


The legislature passed said 4conference bill. 
They were,signed and approved by the gov- 
ernor on February 23d. It now appears from 
the journals of both houses,tbhat one or more 
sections of these revenue laws as agreed on by 
the conference committee were entirely 
omitted in eprolling the bill, and the bill as 
enrolled and certified and approved did nut 
contain a .material part of the bill as 
passed. A liquor license test case is now be 
fore the city court by a man, the contestant 
claiming the invalidity of the new act. This 
vexed question wiil finally be submitted to 
the supreme court, which meets on the 
twenty-ninth. Opinion seems to be mixed 
on this subject, which even such legisiators 
as Peter Hamilton and Leslie Brooks, of Mo- 
bile, and Brown, of Tuscaloosa, while here 
last week, in trying to straighten up and as- 
sist their clerk of the house, could not fix up 
sufficient to hold good.

DON CAMERON'S COMPLAINT. 


A Vacancy Which Weuld Ke Filled By a Democrat If 
it Exiated. 

HarrispurG, March 21.—The illness of Sen- 
ator Don Cameron, of Pennsylvania, was con- 
tracted by an accident in Illinois seven years 
ago. In 1876, when Cullom was a candidate 
for governor the first time, he went to Rock 
Island to fill an appointment to make a polit- 
ical speech there. During the day preceding 
the meeting Cameron, who was at that time 
secretary of war, had arrived at Rock Island in 
company with General Sherman and the lat- 
ter’s son to inspect the government works. 
The commandant of the island brougbt out 
his team and carriage and the party were 
taken for a drive, Governor Cullom being in- 
vited to juinthem. They had gone but a short 


away, throwing out the occupants 
and completely wrecking the carriage. 
Mr. Cameron was struck by 


one of the wheels as he was precipitated to 
the ground, Wut his injury seemingly 
amounted to nothing, and he paid little or 
no attention to it. It appears, however, from 
a conversation between Senators Cullom and 
Cameron during the former’s trip east that 
Cameron has always felt the effects of the 
shock, and that the injury has constantly 
vrown more serious. It was because of the 
alarming nature of this trouble that he was 
compelled to undergo a surgical operation 
recently. Senator Cullom understands from 
high surgical authority that Senator Cam- 
eron’s recovery is corfidently anticipated. 
The political complexion of the United 
States senate, and the fact that a democrat 
would be appointed to succeed him as sen 
ator from @ennsyivania in case of his death, 
render Cameron’s condition a matter of un- 
usual interest to politicians.

Wasnincton, March 21.—In the star route 
trial to-day Judge Wylie decided to allow the 
questions as to whether Brady had given 
Price’s drafts to Walsh. Brady then took 
them, and said he bad never seen these draits 
until they were presented to him in court.

New York, March 21.--Weddings, though 
not frequent, are not unknown at Castle Gar- 
den, but marriages of immigrants in order to 
secure employment are a decided novelty. 
+ Such a wedding occurred yesterday, however. 
Wilhelm Rieger, thirty-four years old, and 
Margaretha Strohmeier, thirty years oid, both 
natives of Wurtemberg, were passengers on 
the steamship Suecvia, which arrived from 
Hamburg last week.

TRAIN ROBBERS CONFESS. 


Planning For the Capture and Kobbery of a Train in 
Arkansas. 

OzarK, Ark., March 21.—Jobnson brothers, 
twooftherobbers of the Little Rock and 
Fort Smith railread train, imprisoned here, 
have confessed the crime. George Johnson 
says the party was organized at Mrs. Herdor’s 
but the oles was not entirely completed then;

SITTING BUc:LL’'S FUTURE, 


He Decides to Become a Good Olid Indian and Kalse

Cuicaco, March 21.—Instructions -_ have

The savages will leave Fort Randall under 


Provisions 
will be issued to the Indians 
until they have an opportunity to 
oblain them. This is in accordance with the 
requeet of Sitting Bull to -become 
a reservation Indian, which the chieftain 
has declared he never would be. 


He was taken to Fort Randall! earty last fall, 
with a number of warlike young bucks, and 
was thus separatéd from the others of his band 
the Uncapopas. Owing to the ugly demeanor 
of himself and followers, it is expected thgt 
he will be given an opportunity to raise stock 
to provide for himself and people.

HOW HAVERSTICK PAID THE PEN- 
ALTY OF HIS RAKISHNESS. 


A Brother Averges the Dishonor of His Sister—The 
Reoap'vre of the Newport Femsie Ioeendiary 
—~hne Murder of Mre. Cariten—The 

Attempted Abduc'ion of Miss Bound. «

ham H. Haverstick, the seducer of his sister, 
arrived in the city a few daysago. Ten years 
age his sister married a man named U hier. 
They soon quarreled and separated, Failing 
in with Haverstick she came to New York 
and lired with him ih the ‘Paris’ flat. 
Learning of her whereabouts, Conkling came 
on to New York and obtained an interview 
with his sister. She promised to go west with 
him, but refused to live with her husband. 
Sunday night Conkling went again to see 
her and was m2t by Haverstick, who swore 


the woman should not leave the house. The 
two men came to blows. Haverstick threw a 
copper statuete at Conkling, who drew a re- 
voiver and fired. The ball struck Haverstick 
in the pit of the stomach, inflicting a wound 
from which he died an hour later. Conk- 
ling left the house immediately after he 
shuoeting and, walking to Eighth avenue and 
Twenty-third street, surrendered to an officer. 
Uhler was a broker at 17 Broad street, 
Conkling said, and Haverstick was bis part- 
ner. In this way he made the acquaigtance 
of Mrs. Uhler. When his sister saw Conk- 
ling she agreed to go with him to his wesi- 
ern home, and Sunday night was the time 
fixed upon to leave. When Conkling arrived 
at the house his sister was in an inner rou, 
and heard only the noise of the quarrel. 
Conkling was only twenty-seven years oid 


and Haverstick thirty. He was a 
broker at 60 Broadway, and had lived 
with Mrs. Uhler about two years. Conkling 


was locked up. He refused to talk to report- 
ers, but told the officers Haverstick tried to 
eject him and threw a number of articies at 
him. In self-defense he shot the man. Mrs. 
Uhler is said to be very pretty. 

George W. Conkling was arraigned to-day 
in the coroner’s office. He is geutlemanly in 
appearance, and bore himself outwardly with 
calmness and composure. The coroner de- 
cided to begin the investigation this after- 
noon.* Conkling’s counsel claims that the 
shooting was entirely justifiable; that the 
prisoner did it in defense of his sister and 
effurts to remove her from virtuous surround- 
ings, and that it would be sustained by the 
moral support of thecommunity. The counsel! 
maintained that if Haverstick had only used 
his fisis in the assault on Conkling the weap 
on would not have been brought into play. 
The prisoner was remanded to the custody of 
the police. Mrs. Uhbler, the prisoner's sister, 
became so hysterical after the shooting that 
she had to be removed to the hospital, where 
she now hes in an exhausted conuition. In 
the afternoon the coroner impaneled a jury, 
who viewed the body at Paris Flats, heard the 
statement of the officer to whom Conkling 
surrendered, and the inquest was adjourned, 
Haverstick’s brother arrives to-morrow from 
Carlisle, Pa.

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KATIE JUDD’S RETURN. 


The Female Incendiary Within Prison Bara Oace 
More. 
Newport, March 21.—The famous incendi- 
ary, Katie Judd, and the burglar, George H. 
Rounds. who escaped from the Newport coun 
tv fri? on Thursday, the 8th instant,-were re- 
turned to their old quarters lastnight. In De- 
cember last Rounds was arrested for breaking 


and entering several summer cottages, and 
stealing a quantity of valuable articles. In 


the latter part of January the Weaver cot- 
tage was burned to the ground, and next 
day Katie Judd, the servant girl, con- 
fessed that she set it on fire. She had al- 
ready served five yearsin the Massachusetts 
state prison for a similar crime, The two 
culprits were in the Newport county jail 
awaiting the action of the grand jury, which 
body convenes to-morrow. On Friday morn- 
ing, March 9th, they escaped, and although 
the police searched everywhere they could 
find no trace of them. A citizen sought out 
Mayor Franklin and disclosed the where- 
abouts of the couple. They were found in a 
barn in an. outof-the-way street, lying 
under the eaves on bedding evidently 
furnished by friends, for just across 
the fence from the lot where they 
were was the house of Rounds’sgrandmother. 
Mayor Franklin ordered all the bight police 
to raid the place, and the fugitives were cap- 
tured. From admissions made it seems that 
the escape was jointly planned by the two 
while in jail, although they had never seen 
each other, a third party having borne the 
messagés between them. The Judd girl says 
thaton the night of the escape she crept 
through the hole in ber cell which 
she bad been four weeks making, and, 
while the jail keeper was giving Rounds 
some water, slipped out through 
the iron doorand intothe cellarway. She 
waited there patiently until every one had

Boston, March 21,—The murderer of Mrs. 
Carlton in Watertown will probably escape 
justice as easily as did Mrs. Bell's assassin. 
[ne cases are somewhat analogous in that 
both of the murderers were almost seen in 
the act, yet there is no accurate description of 
either. What baffles the police is to find a 
motiveforthe crime. There was evidently 
no attempt at outrage, neither was rob- 
bery attempted, for the diamonds worn 
by the victim were not cisturbed, neither 
were her bracelets nor valuable neck 
chain.

RockMART, March 21.—About  eighiteen 
months ago the people of Polk county voted 
whisky outof their county limits, and the 
sequel bas demonstratea the wisdom of their 
acuon. When whisky was being suld, the 
grand juries at each term of the superior 
court found true afid returned from seventy- 
five toone hundred and twenty-five bills. The 
average number found true since the saloons 
were closed is considerably less than fifty. In 
conversation with the sheriff yesterday he in- 
formed me that the jail was without an 
occupant. se'ore the people uttered 
their veto at the polls and forbid the 
sale of liquor, it was nearly always crowded, 
These are significant facts.

Colonel 
Miller Grieve aud Mr, R. M. Orme, Sr., were at the 
head ofthe Southern Recorder wheu the writer 
came herein ’37. The former was editor, the latter 
business manager. It was by farthe most influential 
paper of its politics in the state. [he whigs took it, 
read it, and swore by it. Even the old women had 
& Veneration for it,and the childreu cried for it. 
Colonel Grieve was not & ready or 
voluminous writer. He was a devoted nove! 
reader and his foreman had oftentimes to spur 
him up t6 get one leading editorial from his pen 
for the week’s paper. He was a pure man; open 
and honest. He was appointed by Presiuent Fill- 
more to a diplomatic station in Denmark, and took 
with him two of his sons. This closed his jour- 
nalistic life His partner, Mr. Orme, was a sp'endid 
business man. He worked diligently, honestly, 
and prospered. He was the best collecior of money 
weeversaw. He had on his subscription list the 
biggest politicians in the state, and what is truly 


wondemul, he got his money out of them, 
something few publishers have ever since 
done. He was a good and true man. Mr. 
Orme, after Colonel Grieve’s c«aeparture, then 


calied to his assistance in the editoriai chair, Rev. 
Joshua Knowles, at present the editor in chief of 
the Greensboro Georgia, Home Journal, a pure and 
popular paper. Mr. Know!es brought a ready pen 
and anactive mind to the Reeorder’s aid, and it 
was never more formidable as a political antago- 
nist, Or More instructive and useful as a journul, 
than during the time he ontrolled its columus. 
Along about the middle of the year 1851, there 
came to this city a man from Albany, Georgia, by 
name Seth N. Boughton. He had been several 
years editing the Albany Patriot in copartnership 
with olonel Nelson Tift. He, together with Josepa 
H. Nisbet and William Barnes, purchased the Fed. 
ere.l Union newspaper from Colonel D. 
C. Campbell and Hon. H. Y. Johnson, for ten 
thousand dollars. Colonel -Campbel), under the 
lead of Colonel Rhett, of South Carolina, had run 
the paper on the rocks. Under wiser counsels the 
proprietors got it into open sea, and made the har- 
bor of a re-united party and personal prosperity. 
Mr. Boughton fora score of years edited the Federal 
Union with marked ability. He had the power of 
concentration beyond any writer of the press we 
everkuew. He could ruin, or cripple, his antago 
nist in two lines. We knew himonce to drive an 


editor from his position in & neigh- 
boring city by the following: We give no 
names. The editor of the Macon paper was a very 


smail man,about five feet high and weighing not 
one hundred pounds. The Macon editor attacked 
Mr. Boughton, and said, “his shot'were only mus- 
tard seea.’’ Mr. Broughton replied. ‘‘that may be 
true; but we don’t shoot cannon balls at bumble- 
bees.’’ Thatwas acrusher. Mr. Broughton was a 
nothern born man buta more inflexible defender 
of the south and her peopleenever iived in Dixie 
land.

The Men who Made limes Lively Around the Mil- 
ledgeviile of Lovg Ago. 

From the Milledgeville Recorder. 

Thata sketch of the important characters who fig- 
ured in journalism at Milledgeville, from 1832-'3, 
during and since the famous Clark and Troup con- 
tesis, will be interesting to some of our old readers 
and many of the young. we believe. Weonly pre- 
sume to present a narrative, in brief, for it would 
take several entire issues of this paper to approxi- 
mate even a complete portraiture of the subject we 
have taken in band to-day. Old Tom Haynes, as he 
was calied in the palmy days of newspaporial reign, 
physical manhood.

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Johneson Taiks of Some of the Recent 
Changes in the Special Tax Lawea. 

“You may say,’’ remarked Collector Johnson toa 
CONSTITUTION man yesterday, ‘‘that the time is near 
at hand for the renewal of the special tax stamps 
required of dealers in and manufacturers of tobacco 
and whisky. They ali expire on the last day of 
April. We will have a busy time about the last of 
next month.’’ 

“There have been some changesin the law, have 
there not?”’ 

‘*Yes, there have been some changes so as far as to 
bacco is concerned but none of the taxes on whis- 
ky have been altered inany way. The tax on deal- 
ers in leaf tobacco has been reduced from twenty- 
five to twelve dollars. The tax on retail dealers in 
leaf tobacco has been reduced from 
$500 ~=to $250. Dealers in manufactur- 
ed tobacco are taxed $2 40instead of $. The 
tax on manufacturers of tobacco hus been increased 
from $6 to $10, and a similar change has been made 
in the tax ou manufacturers of cigars. Peddlers of 
tobacco using more than two horses are taxed $50 
instead of $3u. Peddlers using two horses are taxed 
$25 instead of $.5,and peddlers of tobacco using one 
horse are taxed $15instead of $7.20. Peddlers on 
foot are taxed $10 instead of $.60, as heretofore. 
The special tax of sixteen cents per pound on man- 
ufactured tobacco has been reduced to eight cenis,’’ 

‘‘Have not some other changes in the law been 
mede.’’ 

“Yes, one other very important change has been 
madein the law: lUnderthe existing law farmers 
and producers of tobacco may sel] at the place of 
preduction tobacco of their own growth and rais- 
ing at retail directly to Consumers, to an amount 
not exceeding one hundred dollars annually. The 
special tax of a dealerin manufactured tobacco is 
not required from any farmer, planter, or lumber- 
man who furnishes such tobacco only as ratious or 
supplies to his laborers or employes, in the same 
manner as other supplies are furnished by him to 
them, proyided the aggregate of tne supplies of to- 
bacco so furnished shall not exceed in quantity 
one hundred pounds in any one special tax y ar; 
thatis, from the first day of Mayinany year until 
the thirtieth day of April in the next year. The 
law says, however, that such farmer, planter or 
lum berman shall not be, at the time he 1s furnished 
such supplies, engaged in the general business of 
selling ary goods, groceries, or other similar sup 
plies in the Manner of a merchant or storekeeper 
to others than his own employes ur laborers.’’ 
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THE ALDEHRMANIC BOARD. 


An Important Meeting Yesterday and What Was 
Done About Several Matters, 

The meeting Of the board of aldermen yesterday 
atnoon was one of the most important ever held 
since the control of the city finances was placed in 
the control of threemen. The chief question for 
cousideration was the action of the council on Mon 
day nightin granting the petition of the board of 
police commissioners for six mounted patrolmen 
in addition so the present force. The board defer- 
red action on the matter until the council could re- 
adjust the estimates of the city’s finances at the 
meeting on the first Monday night in May. It is very 
probabie thatin May the board will approve the ac- 
uon of the council as the general sentiment of its 
memebers is in favor of the mounted police. 

The board of aldermen has for sometime deferred 
approval of the action of council in ordering Deca- 
tur street paved with Belgian blocks from Peach- 
tree to Bell streets. Yesterday it approved the ac- 
tion of council Hud the work will 
gO right ahead, lt will cost the city 
$11,000, the property holders $22,000 and the street- 
car company whatever sum wili be required for the 
paving of their track, and three feet on each side 
of it. The work isto be done in the best style, and 
wiilmake Decatur street one of the handsomest 
thoroughfares Mthecity. The work has not been 
done before because the aldermanie board did not 
think the city finances would permit it. 

The board spent 9 000 in 
proving the sewerage of the city. 
it approved the action of the council in ex- 
- tending the main sewer through Foundry street at 
a cost of $5.000. This is one of the largest sewers in 
the city and the proposed improvement wil! greatly 
increase its usefulness. 

Thecouncil appropriation of $4,000 to continue 
he big sewer which now stops at the Gate City col- 
ored sehool on Houston street to Pine street was 
after some discussion agreed to by the board. 

Thus $9,000 are to go at once toimprove the sew- 
erage of the city while the pavement of Devatur 
street, oue of the greatest hignways iuto the heart 
of the city, will not cost less than $40,000,

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CONTENDINF FOR LOWER RATES 
ON THE GEORGIA PACIFIC. 


B. G. Lockett & Oo., Before the Railroad Commission 
~—What the Officera of the Road -ay jin Ref- 
erence to the Asked For Reduccion— the 
Increase in the Size of a Car Load. 


Yesterday morning at 9 o'clock at their office over 
the Merchants’ bank, Commissioners Smith, Wal- 
lace and Trammell were present, Ex-Governor 
Smith, as chairman, called the board to order 
Secretary Bacoh said the brick case of Lockett & 
Co. was still before the board. Messrs. Lockett & 
English, brickmakers, and Vice-President Johnston, 
Chief Engineer Temple and General Superintend- 
ent Foreacre were present. 

Major Temple said he had risen from a 
sick bed -to come over to make some 
statements refuting those made yesierday, as 


they appeared in the papers. He then said that the 
eugineering of the siding into Lockett’s brickyara 
was his wurk, and thathe did not kuow that any 
objection had been raised before it was built, to its 
grade. Ifhe had started this side of the present 
switch it would have made the grade greater than 
it ucw is. He then read the foliowing letter written 
before the brickyard was started: 

kichmond and Danville Extension Company, At- 
lanta, Ga., December 5, 1883,—J. W. Euglish, Esq., 
Dear sir: An ordinary twenty-seven ton engiue 
will haul six loaded cars up a gradé of 150 feet per 
mile, and with a runni g start of a thousand feet 
on the level, which can be had at your brickyard, 
will probably take eight to ten Cars up the short in- 
Cline at that point, 

Very respectfully and truly yours, 

R. H. Tempe, Chief Engineer. 

Major Temple then explained by using profiles the 
entire arraugement of the yard and switches. He 
stated the length of track to be 3159 feet costing 
$5,172.23 of which Lockeu & Co, paid $:,00e. He 
considered it impossibie to build a stem wack into 
the yard togetto the clay with any better grade, 
unless it was lengthened greatly. He did notbulid 
the main track from here to the river. He only 
finished it up. The grade was undulating from 
here to brickyard. Colonel Lockett complimented 
Major Tewpie on his engineering and his courtesy 
to him atali times, : - 

Colonel Foreacre said the Georgia Pacific owns 
uo freight engines—ali are passenger Weighing 
thirty-two tons, with 624% inch drivers, capable ol 
hauling six to eight cars uf brick up the grude from 
the yara to the main line. The Main 
track is 60 feet abvve the bed of Chattahoochee 
river, and the clay is20feei above it. Captain Ku- 

lish made an arrangement ‘imilar to that pub 

ished yesterday, claiming that unless rates were 
reduced his firm must Cease Operations as they 
eould not make brick and stack ou yard, for lack of 
rates tocompete with other markets, as he mad» 
more brick now than he could sell inAtlanta. He 
also stated thatthe Stone mountain granite Was 
hauled 16 miles to Atlanta forg5.00 per Cart» Curb 
the streets aud he paid $6.37'4 percar for his brick. 
Major Johnston thei Madea statement that his 
roud was more anxiousto build upits local trade 
than its ‘through business —that he 
wanted to encourage coal mines, brickyards, 
stone quarries and in fact every enterprise he 
could. He was willing, in case of uecesoity, to share 
losses for atime, with such enterpiises if it could 
be proven that it would pay the road eventually. 
He stated that the Georgia Pacific railroad had built 
more towns, more depots and more side tracas for 
its length and time of existence than any road about 
here. He thought the present rate of $6 5/% per 
car of 6.000 brick from the yard to Alianta was 
cheap enough, tasking into consideration the delays 
and trouble attendant upon the evgiues golng dow 
into the vard and then only being able tu haul from 
six to eight cars out. He did hoi thiak that Lockett 
& Co. ought to ask any lower rate, 4s he had at 
the commencement charged them $5.00 for 20,000 
pouna of brick and now was ouly Chargiug $4.20 
for the same amount. ‘hat if Captain Bugilisns 
brick had been too small at first and were Ulisalea- 
ble he was notto blame. Now the brick weighed 
five pounds Where they had weighed four pounds 
each. He was to haul by weight und not 
by the thousand. He would have been wil:lug 
to aid Lockett & Co. if English had shown him that 
he was losing money on his brick, and by lowering 
rates he could increase the business lor aw hile 
But he really did not think that any money Was 
being made on hauiing the brick at the present 
rate. some of the officials really thought the more 
brick he hauled the worse it was for we road un- 
less better rates were secured. Major Johnston 
spoke warmly of Atlanta and her hospitality to him 
during his soidiering here and seemed anxious to 
help out all he could, but he was not of opinion 
that a reduction was needed Dy Lockett & Co. 
Colonel Foreacre stated that he had measured 
the siding that was set apart here to 
Atlanta to unload Lockett & Co's, brick on. it 
held ten cars. Sometimescarsstood more than a 
day. The G. P. cars are builtto carry from 32,000 
to 40 000 pounds. The cars of other roads hanald 
by him carried from 16,000 to 40,0v0 pouuds. Cap- 
tain English said that the ratesgiven him by the 
Kast Tennessee, Virginia and Georgia rallroad 
were intended for loading empty lumber cars, Dut 
the rates nad been withdrawn yesterday before 
taking effect. 

Ex-Govyernor Smith then suggested that the par 
ties meet and see if they coula not settle their dif. 
ferences and let the matter be withdrawn from the 
commission. Jt appeared that as it had gone so 
far, the parties preferred to —_— ilet 
the eommission decide the issue. 

The parties left and in the afternoon the com- 
mission decided to let the standard rate en. brick 
per car remain us how, but Lo make a 
car load 25,000 pounds in place of 
20,000 pounds LS now. The change 
is noted in circular No. 36 of the commission, which 
is published in to-day’s issue of this paper The iu- 
creased weight allowed to a car load of brick and 
all other articles, except lumber, that are in Class 
P. applies on all roads in the state. 

The report of Tuesday’s proceedings should have 
read that the Georgia Pacitie railroad’s charge per 
car of 6,000 and not5000 brick was $6.27'_ from 
brick yard to Atlanta. The East Tennessee, Vir 
ginia and Georgia railroad and the Georgia Pacifie 
come into Atlanta on the same track, and there is 
no charge for transfer, but the transfer is Charged 
by the Western and Atlantic railroad betWeen the 
Georgia Pacitic railroad and the other railroads, as 
that road’s engine and track is used for the purpose.
